The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the references show a cookware release agent that can be 
dispensed from an aerosol that uses a lecithin treated with alkali and a fatty 
acid at the same time. The references to Purves teach the production of 
alkali-treated lecithin but this reaction occurs during the cooking process 
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and is not dispensed as an aerosol. Also applicant shows the advantages 
of the use of the particular alkali-treated lecithin of the claims in terms of 
improved lightness in appearance and improved anti-stick properties.
